H.B.Elkins: Conway missing the mark

Even before he knew who his 
Republican gubernatorial opponent will 
be this fall - and indeed, even before 
his own all-but-certain nomination by 
the Democrats was official - Kentucky 
Attorney General Jack Conway fired his 
first shot in his bid to win the Bluegrass 
State’s top spot. 

Unfortunately for him, his shot was a 
dud, missing the mark entirely 
Conway has long railed against 
gasoline pricing in Kentucky, blaming 
high costs at the pump on what he asserts 
is a monopoly on the wholesale market 
in the state by Marathon Petroleum. 

His latest salvo was a lawsuit filed in 
federal court last month. During his 
remarks following the filing of the suit, 
Conway lashed out at the Federal Trade 
Commission for what he calls inaction on his complaints about Marathon 
and its business practices since buying the Ashland Oil refinery in Boyd 
County several years ago. 

Given the fact that the FTC is part of the Obama administration, and 
knowing how Democrats hate “Big Oil” and are constantly criticizing 
oil companies for ripping off consumers, if Obamas FTC isn’t acting on 
Conway’s complaints, there must not be anything to them. 

But at any rate, Conway’s ire is misguided. Instead of complaining 
about Marathon’s alleged refinery monopoly costing consumers money, 
he should really be looking at the collusion on pricing by retailers within 
individual markets. 

If you travel much, it doesn’t take long to notice a pattern. Gas prices 
are pretty much the same at every station in a small town or community, 
or at every retailer in a certain area of a larger city. Within the city 
limits of Beattyville, there are four gas stations owned by three separate 
companies. Yet the price is the same at each one. Ditto for Jackson. Drive 
down the town’s main drag, and the price is the same at each of the five 
stations you’ll pass. When the price goes up at one, it’s not long before it 
goes up at all the others. 

A few weeks ago, I had to go to Whitesburg for work. You can’t 
go any farther southeast in Kentucky than the Fetcher County seat. 

Keep going in that direction, and you’ll be in Virginia in a few miles. 


Whitesburg is 80 miles from the Mountain Parkway, so it’s not exactly 
the most accessible place in the Bluegrass State. Yet gas prices there were 
consistently below $2.50 a gallon, easily the cheapest in the region. Still, 
all the stations there were selling gas for the same price. 

Gas buyers will go out of their way for a bargain. It’s not uncommon 
for them to drive across town to save a few cents a gallon, spending more 
than they end up saving. Yet there’s no logical explanation for all stations 
in a certain market keeping their prices the same. Why won’t one station 
set its price a nickel a gallon less than everyone else to undercut the 
competition? There has to be collusion going on between the stations to 
keep gas at the same price. That’s the only logical explanation. 

If one station lowers its prices, it makes good business sense for 
competitors to lower theirs. But where’s the logic in raising your prices 
when everyone else does? 

Conway’s statement that the state is monopolized by the Ashland 
refinery is false on its face. When the city of Somerset opened its own 
gas station in an attempt to lower prices in the area, it made a big deal 
of pointing out that the city’s station would be buying its fuel from the 
recently-reopened Somerset Oil refinery. So there are other options 
available, but Conway wants to pretend otherwise. It’s easier for him 
to gripe about the big bad oil companies rather than looking for true 
solutions. 

If Conway is really serious about lowering gas prices, here’s what he 
needs to do. Instead of complaining in front of the media and filing 
lawsuits that won’t go anywhere, he needs to send his investigators out 
into the state. Pick a town, any town, where prices are all the same. Fet 
his team start asking how the retailers set their prices, and why they 
always raise their prices when certain competitors do. There have been 
press quotes from some gas station employees saying they’ve been told to 
raise their prices whenever the station across the street does so. Wonder 
if they’ll say the same thing if an “unsworn falsification to authorities” 
charge hangs over their heads? 

But for some reason, Conway doesn’t want to risk alienating the gas 
station owners. He’d rather point fingers at a huge conglomerate and 
blame them instead of going after the root of the problem. He gets 
headlines and makes it look like he cares about consumers, but the reality 
is something totally different. If Conway wants to protect consumers, he’ll 
take a serious look at collusion among retailers. He can either eliminate 
it if it exists, or force them to provide a logical and believable explanation 
as to why everyone in town sells gas for the same price, and the collusion 
that seems so evident is really just a mirage. 


Columnist offers tips for big city travel

Being from a small 
town, visiting large cities 
often gives me culture 
shock. It's easily done 
when you're used to a two 
stoplight town and find 
yourself in the middle of 
Times Square, New York. 
Which is exactly where I 
found myself last week. 

I had convinced my 
mom that for my sister's 
eighth grade graduation, 
and my twenty-first 
birthday, we should take 
a girls' trip to New York. 

She finally agreed, and the 


planning fell on my shoulders. In all the planning, and 
then the actual trip, I have come up with some tips for 
anyone planning to visit a big city in the near future. 

To help ease yourself into the life of the city, even if 
you're only going to be there a few days, there are a few 
things you need to be prepared for. 

The first thing you need to be ready for is mastering 
the art of navigation. As I said before, my hometown 
is smaller than Irvine. It has two main stoplights and 
mostly hollers and backroads. Needless to say, I was not 
prepared for the city. It doesn’t help at all that I have 
absolutely no sense of direction. So there we are in 
New York, standing on the street corner where a shuttle 
from our hotel, (we actually stayed in New Jersey), had 
dropped us off, and we had no idea where to go. So I 
whip out my phone and get walking directions. I thought 
I was so smart, but I should have known it wasn't that 
easy. We walked around for an hour, over twenty blocks, 
in circles, and never reached our destination. My advice 
to any other weary traveler? When in doubt, just ask for 
help. You can tell who lives in the city and who doesn't, 
and I found that while some people loathe us tourists and 
our stupid questions, most people are generally happy to 


help you. 

The second item also includes navigation, but it 
deals with that of the underground variety. My subway 
experience was limited to a one time excursion on the 
metro in Chicago with a friend who knew exactly what 
she was doing. So whenever it came time to use the 
subway in New York, I did everything I could to be overly 
prepared. I found a subway map at the hotel, and used 
it to plan our route to and from our destination. I wrote 
notes for the ride including which line we needed to be 
on, on which streets we would be entering and exiting the 
subway, whether we were going uptown or downtown, 
which stop we needed to get off on, and how many stops 
we would be on for. The nerve-wracking experience 
proved successful however, and it seemed all my planning 
was worth it, because we had no trouble purchasing 
our tickets and getting exactly where we needed to go. 

I should note though, if you're going to be using the 
subway a lot, it is much cheaper to buy a metro card valid 
for one week rather than the individual ride cards. 

The third thing may be New York specific, since my 
time in large cities/metropolitan areas has been limited, 
I'm not sure. But everyone should be aware that New 
Yorkers don't eat real breakfast. Breakfast options include 
small items picked up at coffee shops, small fruit markets 
on the street corner, or from vendors with carts in the 
streets. If you are a breakfast person, and have to have 
food to get you going in the morning, make sure you find 
a hotel with coffee shops near by, or scope out vendors 
on your first day in the city. And if I were to make a 
suggestion, get a freshly made smoothie and an apple 
turnover off a cart vendor, delicious and surprisingly 
cheap. 

Next, the fourth observation, is there are not many 
public restroom facilities in New York. If you're like us, 
and stay in New Jersey, you need to be ready to buy small 
trinkets just to get into a restroom. 

Also, I think it's a given that in the city everything will 
be more expensive. However I was not ready for the $12 
tolls, or the $35 public parking fees. So make sure your 


stash of quarters for the toll 
roads includes some bills too, 
or else you'll be holding up 
traffic counting out $12 worth 
of quarters. 

And of course, my sixth tip, 
is that traffic is just as horrible 
as you can imagine. One day 
it took us over an hour to get 
from Times Square and travel 
the eight miles back into 
North Bergen where we were 
staying. So if you are planning 
to drive into the city at all, 
make sure you have a full 
tank of gas and some things 
to keep you entertained. 

Seventh, be aware when 
you order. Anyone who has 
traveled North knows sweet 
tea doesn't exist, not like 
it does in the South. But I 
want to point out that I don’t 
think they put sugar in their 
lemonade either. I tried it on 
two separate occasions, and it was so sour it was bitter. I 
couldn’t even attempt to drink it. Fesson learned. 

Fastly, I have to acknowledge a stereotype. I have 
always heard of “southern hospitality” but never truly 
believed it to be real. But let me tell you, it exists. On 
two separate occasions, I was seated next to fellow 
Kentuckians. Once on the ferry to the Statue of liberty, 
and once on the shuttle going back to the hotel from the 
city. We all agreed that we felt like we went out of our way 
to be polite, and that our politeness wasn't acknowledged 
by the city folk. So don’t be offended when someone 
bumps into you and doesn't say “excuse me,” or when you 
say “thank you” and do not receive a “you're welcome.”

As I write about my 
childhood I cannot help but 
see the many contrasts of the 
last eighty years. When I was 
a child no one would dare 
to denounce our Lord and 
Savior, Jesus Christ. Today 
there are some who say that 
there is no God and proclaim 
that the “Big Bang” was the 
reason for our creation. How 
can anyone look at the petal 
of a flower, the bird in flight 
or the miracle of a newborn 
baby and still not know that 
there has to be a “Supreme 
Being.” For those who cannot 
see God at work, I can only 

pity them. I was lucky to be born at a time when there 
was a difference between right and wrong. Today there 
is no distinction between the two; they now call it a 
difference of opinion. 

The first song that you learned was “Jesus Loves Me.” 
The first bedtime prayer that you learned was, “Now I 
lay me down to sleep, I pray the Lord my soul to keep. 

If I should die before I wake, I pray the Lord my soul to 
take.” I attended Irvine Christian Church, and Harry 
and Elizabeth Witt dedicated their lives to seeing that we 
knew God and put him first in our lives. 

The first thing that you did when you went to school 
was to have prayer and then the pledge of allegiance 
to our flag. When you were in school and you had a 
problem with the teacher, you knew that you had trouble 
when you got home, because your teacher was going to 
be right and your parents were going to stand with that 
teacher. Teachers did not choose the profession for the 
sake of money; they had a higher reason. They wanted 
to educate and help children to become good God¬ 
fearing citizens. They loved the children and wanted 
to see them succeed in life. They did not run a race to 
try to beat the children out of the school to go shopping 
or meet that certain someone. They stayed behind to 
help the child that needed that little extra touch so that 
they could keep up with their class. In some of our 
schools, but not all, thank goodness, the teachers have 
lost that dedication, not because they do not love their 
students, but because some of the parents have changed 
sides and now stand against the teacher. A paddling in 


school was not given unless it was deserved, and it was 
not considered to be a capitol punishment. In today’s 
world there have been some changes, and in some cases 
if a teacher dared to spank or even try to make a student 
behave they might possibly have to start looking for a 
new job the next day. In some places the role of teacher 
and parent standing together to help correct a child has 
changed to child and parent against the teacher. This is a 
flaw that needs to be corrected, but I seriously doubt that 
it will ever happen. The word “lawsuit” strikes terror 
in this world that we live in today, and it is used way too 
often. When I was a little girl you never sued anyone 
unless it was really bad, and then you went to court and 
you let a jury decide the case. There was no settling out 
of court which happens too often in this day and time. 

When you came home from school, you very carefully 
removed your school clothes and hung them up and 
put on your old clothes to either play or help with the 
chores. If there was home work you sat down at the table 
and started it, and then when you were finished your 
mother or father checked it to make sure you had done 
it correctly. You did not have access to the telephone if 
you were even lucky enough to have one. There were no 
television sets in those days. If you wanted something 
to do other than helping around the house you thought 
of it all by yourself. This is known as creative thinking. 
This is how all of our new and innovative inventions 
were conceived. The back yard, basement or garage was 
the laboratory that gave you all your toys that today you 
crave and think that you cannot possibly live without. 

Our generation was the innocent culprit that wanted 
our children to have more than we had and never 
stopped until they succeeded. If we had only known 
what we know today, we might have thought twice about 
our creativity and ingenuity. 

When the weather permitted you were allowed to go 
outside and play in the yard. If you wanted to play in a 
neighbor’s yard you had to have permission from your 
parent and the neighbor. Life was supervised, and when 
you were outside your yard you were in the care of the 
neighbor and you followed their rules. Everyone knew 
that the parent was the boss and these were the rules that 
you lived by. 

People depended on the old ways to try to keep their 
children healthy and well so accordingly every child had 
to be wormed in the spring. Daddy would fill a teaspoon 
with sugar and then add three drop of turpentine. Castor 
oil was the cure-all for almost everything else that ailed 


you, so you only complained if you absolutely were 
sick. After all medications were administered you drank 
a glass of fresh-squeezed orange juice. It still left a bad 
taste in your mouth and most of us including myself were 
turned against orange juice for years to come. 

Our generation did not know it, but we were going to 
be called on to protect this great country. On December 
7th, 1941 the Japanese made a sneak attack on Pearl 
Harbor in the Hawaiian Islands. President Roosevelt 
immediately responded, and we were in World War II. 

All of our older brothers and many of the girls begged 
for permission to enter this war and fight for their 
country. My brother Marion hitch hiked to Lexington 
to try to enlist but they said he was too young. He was 
only seventeen, but he was adult enough to know that he 
wanted to fight for his country. 

Daddy was the one who had to make the decision and 
after a lot of thought, he signed Marion’s papers and 
on December 30th, 1941, a star hung in our window 
telling the world that we had a family member in The 
United States Marines. Daddy was so proud, but my 
poor mother cried and cried and then cried some 
more. Hundreds of thousands of our brothers and sisters 
served their country and lived in harm’s way on a daily 
basis. Our young men and women never thought to 
complain about their salary that was only $21 a month. 
Their only thought was to save this precious country 
that they all loved and to be able to return to their 
homes. There were many nights that Earl and I could 
hear the muffled sobs of our mother and the reassuring 
words of our daddy. The most fearsome sight was when 
a large black car would pull up in front of a house and 
uniformed soldiers would emerge or when the postman 
would come to the door with a telegram. Everyone knew 
what it meant. Some one had lost a son or daughter. I 
was still too young to truly realize just how bad war was, 
and I certainly could not fathom the thought that our 
brother might never come again. 

The days slowly turned into weeks, and the weeks 
turned into months. Every one bought War Bonds. 

The young girls knitted scarves and everyone scoured 
the neighborhood for any scrap of metal that could be 
donated to help make the weapons that would help to 
end this war and make our families complete again. This 
terrible war lasted for four years and the lucky survivors 
that returned were not young and carefree any more. 

They had seen and done too much. Their lives would 
never be the same. 


Hollywood and the truth: Ships that pass in the night?

I was swimming in a very grand swimming pool in 
2008. It was the only 5-star hotel we'd ever been to, but it 
was our thirtieth wedding anniversary so we splurged a 
little. Actually, saving up for five years, we splurged a lot. 

Suddenly, I was overcome with a strange feeling: I have 
been here before. Swimming alone is never a good idea. 

I shuddered with a powerful sensation of being haunted. 
We were staying at Dromoland Castle in Ireland. I'd never 
set foot in Ireland before that tour. "This was crazy," I told 
myself as I quickly got out of the pool. I had the strongest 
feeling of deja vu. 

Out on deck, I chanced to see a life ring on the wall: 
RMS Titanic. Now, that is even weirder. 

Suddenly, I got it. The makeover of this ancient castle 
had been done at the same time as the blockbuster 
Hollywood movie, Titanic (1997). And that movie was 
famous for computer-generated images (CGI) that 
faithfully reproduced the luxurious interiors of the 
doomed ocean liner. 

So that's why this swimming pool looked so familiar. 

I had seen the movie and perused dozens of coffee table 
books on the Titanic story. The pool was modeled on that 
elegant 1912 shipboard pool. Not to leave weird world too 
soon: Who would think it was a good idea to decorate a 
swimming pool to look exactly like the one where all the 
swimmers wound up dead? 

The Titanic movie was really awful. It incorrectly 
depicted rich and powerful men on that doomed ship 
pushing aside the poor immigrant women and children to 
get into the lifeboats. Untrue. 

The movie despicably maligned First Officer William 
Murdoch. Since you cannot be sued for libeling the dead, 
producers doubtlessly figured they could get away with 
sliming a good man’s reputation. 

But they forgot: There are thousands of us who devour 
all the details of that "Night to Remember." We would yell 
if Hollywood deliberately falsified history. And some of us 
did yell. Here's how a truthful account has it: 

Indeed, so offensive was the [movie's] portrayal of First 
Officer William Murdoch to his surviving family, that 
the Vice President of Fox personally made the journey 
to Murdoch's hometown to apologise and donate £5,000 


to the William Murdoch memorial prize hosted at 
Murdoch's local school. 

As well as suffering from general ineptitude by dint 
of being English and indeed, the officer who failed to 
avoid the iceberg, Murdoch is also presented as a corrupt 
murderer and then a coward. After accepting a bribe to 
let a man onto one of the lifeboats he then shoots two 
passengers dead, before, overwhelmed with guilt and/ 
or despair he shoots himself in the head. This is a far 
cry from the man who went down with the ship, his last 
moments spent filling the lifeboats with women, children 
and indeed men 

Why does Hollywood feel the need to he? They willfully 
falsify true history that is readily accessible to anyone with 
a computer. 

Perhaps we should be grateful that Hollywood did not 
include the story of Arthur Rostron in that already-too- 
long big screen epic. Captain Arthur Rostron commanded 
the rescue vessel, SS Carpathia. This humble Cunard 
liner was anything but as romantic as that last voyage of 
hundreds of millionaires on board the White Star Line's 
four-stacker Titanic. 

Carpathia was a simple workhorse of a ship, quietly 
steaming back and forth across the Atlantic with manifests 
of immigrants, plain people, and cargo. 

When he got a radio message that Titanic had struck 
an iceberg and was sinking, Captain Rostron knew what 
to do. He knew that the great liner was four hours away 
at normal cruising speed. By that time, he also knew, any 
survivors were likely to be dead in the bitter cold of that 
clear, moonless night. 

So Captain Rostron ordered his ship's stokers mustered 
out of their racks and put them to work shoveling as much 
coal as the furnaces would take. He ordered his deck crew 
to swing out Carpathia's lifeboats. Stewards and nurses 
were ordered to make plenty of coffee and tea and to 
collect as many blankets as possible. 

As he headed his ship at flank speed into that 
black night, he knew she was headed into those same 
treacherous waters that had claimed great Titanic's life. 
Captain Rostron then went out onto the bridge wing and- 
-freezing though it was--he prayed. Perhaps this is why 
Hollywood omitted Captain Rostron's role on that fateful 


night. 

Happily, the British people and their American cousins 
did not fail to honor this heroic rescuer. He was made a 
Knight Commander of the British Empire—Sir Arthur 
Rostron. He was honored by Congress. And U.S. First 
Lady Helen Taft© began the effort for a memorial to the 
men of the Titanic. 

Hollywood maybe headed for its own iceberg. 
Whenever we see violence erupt on our city streets, we 
might look to the violence glorified in Hollywood films 
called "splatterfests." These are targeted at that profitable 
youth demographic. 

How many Hollywood movies tell the amazing story of 
Pregnancy Care Centers? There are more of these than of 
Planned Barrenhood's (Parenthood) killing centers. 

How many movies have they made about Evangelist 
Billy Graham? Did you see Unbroken? How did 
Hollywood manage to miss a pivotal event in hero Louie 
Zamperini's life—his coming to faith in Jesus Christ? 

So perhaps OK that Hollywood didn't care about the 
man who saved 706 souls that night in 1912. Sir Arthur 
has a better recognition. He modestly said his mission of 
mercy was "guided by a Greater hand.”

Aviator breaks reacords with gas-1 ess plane 

It took Charles Lindburgh 33 and half hours to make 
his historic New York to Paris solo flight in 1927. Lucky 
Lindy's Spirit of St. Louis carried 425 gallons of fuel for 
the 3,500 mile journey. Switzerland's Andre Borschberg 
had no fuel aboard his plane, the Solar Impulse 2, when 
he took off on his record-breaking solo flight from Japan, 
landing 4,000 miles and nearly five days later in Hawaii 
on July 3, reports the Association of Mature American 
Citizens. 

Borschberg's achievements: he broke the distance record 
for a solar-powered flight; he broke the endurance record, 
as well; and, of course, it was the longest solo flight by 
the pilot of any kind of airplane. But, his trip is not over. 
The aviation pioneer is out to break the round-the-world 
record. 

"This oceanic flight to Hawaii demonstrates that 
if technological solutions exist to fly a plane day and 
night without fuel, then there is potential for these same 
efficient technologies to be used in our daily lives, and 
to achieve energy savings to reduce C02 emissions," 
Bertrand Piccard, Borschberg's partner and co-founder 
the company that built the aircraft.

Summer BBB scams abound 


1. Local consumers are receiving calls 
from “Kevin,” who claims to be from the 
U.S. Treasury Department. He tells them 
that they owe a debt and will be punished 
if it goes unpaid. The scammers are using 
spoofing technology to trick victims 
into thinking the calls are coming from 
the government. Do not give them your 
personal information. 

2. A local consumer received an email 
appearing to be from Just The Facts, 
Inc.with a secret shopper employment 
opportunity. Just The Facts, Inc. is a real 
company that offers secret shopping 
services as well as other services and has an 
A+ rating with the BBB. But they are not 
sending these emails. Be careful where you 
post your resume online and investigate 
questionable job postings. 

3. Beware of the work-at-home scheme 
on job posting sites by Goshen Express 
Courier Service. The company offers to 
pay people once a month for shipping 
items to their customers. The items appear 
to be purchased with stolen credit card 
numbers. GECS is using the BBB seal on 
their website but it is NOT an Accredited 
Business and has an F rating with the BBB. 

4. Student loan forgiveness scams are 
affecting local students. Bogus emails state 
the students loan balance is eligible for 
complete forgiveness. The student is asked 
to call and provide personal information. 
This is a scam! Loans are rarely forgiven 
without special circumstances. 

5. Beware of a contractor going door to 
door in local areas selling home lightning 
protection. A local consumer paid $1660 
for minor repairs but was unable to verify 
what repairs were done. The company 
didn’t provide an address or a contract for 
their services. Always check a business out 
first at bbb.org. 

6. Local businesses with a Konica printer 


or renewed contracts with the Lang 
Company have been hit by a toner supplier 
scam. Supply World claims to be the toner 
provider for a business and then asks for 
$700 or more for the shipment of one 
cartridge. Lang Company representatives 
say this is a scam! 

7. A local business received a fraudulent 
fax from the IRS asking for personal 
information and bank account numbers. 
The fax states that you are eligible to receive 
a tax refund of more than $1000. Do not 
reply! This is not coming from the IRS. The 
IRS does not ask for information via fax. 

8. Be on the lookout for survey scams. A 
link is provided via email or social media to 
a customer survey that will result in a $100 
gift card or prize. However, the survey is 
actually a phishing scam requesting bank 
or credit card information. The scammers 
may download malware to your computer 
to gain access to your passwords and other 
critical information. 

9. Con artists have created fake websites 
that prey on affordable housing seekers 
that appear to offer a way to sign up for 
a voucher wait list. These web sites seem 
legitimate, but they really collect fees 
and personal information from victims. 
Housing authorities do not charge fees! 
Contact your local housing authority 
to register for a housing choice voucher 
program. 

10. BBB is warning parents about Be 
Inspired Cultural Arts, which operates 
performing arts oriented programs and 
summer camps in several states. Multiple 
complaints allege that camps were not 
delivering services as advertised. Many 
parents learned that the camps they had 
already paid tuition for would not be held 
at all, and attempts to reach the company 
by phone and email were unsuccessful.

Trail cameras are windows into the woods

FRANKFORT, Ky. - A few paces inside 
a tree line that borders an open field 
thick with chest-high grass lies a tangle 
of narrow, sun-dappled game trails just 
a stone’s throw from the Kentucky River 
below. 

Bo Spencer knows deer, turkey, raccoon 
and the occasional bobcat travel these 
thoroughfares because a trail camera he 
set up to photograph the spot has captured 
images of them. 

He’s returned this morning to swap out 
the SD card, replace the batteries and see 
that the unit is operating properly before 
moving on to do the same with trail 
cameras deployed elsewhere on his family’s 
central Kentucky farm. 

“You can’t spend 24 hours a day in the 
woods when you work and have family 
obligations but the camera can,” said 
Spencer, an information specialist with the 
Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “You can see what’s there that 
you don’t get to see.” 

Trail cameras have evolved from 
somewhat of a novelty to one of the most 
sophisticated and useful tools available 
to hunters, landowners and wildlife 
biologists. Biologists use them for research 
purposes and to derive density estimates. 

For hunters, setting trail cameras out 
now can heighten excitement about the 
approaching hunting seasons and pay 
dividends once those seasons open later 
this summer and fall. 

“Your camera can scout when you can’t,” 
said Spencer, an avid deer and turkey 
hunter who makes his own turkey calls. 
“Whether it’s a big deer, turkey or another 
species that you’re looking for, you can 
find out where it’s at. Right now, deer are 
holding to a summer pattern. You can 
kind of gear up in preparation for the early 
archery season.” 

The summer pattern for deer is 
characterized by limited movement. 
Therefore, areas near food sources and 
along travel corridors leading to and from 
those areas should be a focus. 

“Bucks aren’t spending a lot of time on 


their feet. They feed at night or around 
sunrise and sunset and bed during the 
day,” said Gabe Jenkins, deer and elk 
program coordinator for Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife. “Your female deer are going 
to move more because they’re feeding 
fawns. Their nutrient intake needs to be 
higher, so they’ll move a little more. 

“The pattern really changes right about 
the time our archery season opens in early 
September.” 

Setting a trail camera in an easy-to- 
access location minimizes disturbance to 
the area. Patience can limit pressure felt by 
the animals. Spencer generally waits one to 
two weeks before checking a trail camera. 

“If I’ve got one around water that can 
fluctuate up and down if we get a rain, 

I’ll go move it up, take it down, whatever 
I need to do to make sure it doesn’t wash 
away or get swamped,” he said. “I almost 
lost a camera to rising water last year.” 

The right mounting height for a trail 
camera may depend on the species of 
animal most likely to be encountered 
as well as the surrounding vegetation. 
Wind-blown tall grass or leaves can 
trip a camera, eating up memory and 
diminishing battery life. 

In general, 36 to 48 inches off the ground 
is a good rule of thumb. Hunters may 
want to place their trail cameras higher to 
get them out of an animal’s sight line and 
above vegetation or if there are concerns 
about security. 

Where the camera is pointed can make 
a big difference in image quality. Position 
the camera so the lens isn’t pointed directly 
in the direction of the rising or setting 
sun. Direct sunlight can cause “lens flare” 
and reduce image quality. Angling the 
lens downward can safeguard against this 
effect. 

Batteries are the lifeblood of the trail 
camera. Spencer doesn’t skimp. He prefers 
name-brand alkaline batteries. 

The newest trail cameras take high- 
resolution photos and high-definition 
video. Some models can wirelessly 
text photos to mobile phones or email 
accounts. Those photos may be stamped

with the date and time but also the 
temperature, barometric pressure and 
moon phase. 

Spencer considers three primary things 
when choosing a trail camera: ease of 
use, quality of the pictures and features. 

He prefers at least an 8 megapixel camera 
paired with a 4 gigabyte SD memory card. 

“You don’t have to break the bank but 
you do want to weigh the options and get 
one that’s going to have really good picture 
quality,” Spencer said. “You could buy an 
inexpensive trail camera but you may not 
get a good array of features or good battery 
life or quality pictures.” 

Spencer uses three types of trail cameras 
that vary in cost. 

“Mostly, I have infrared cameras because 
they’re often the most affordable,” he said. 
“A lot of times, people use black flash 
cameras in high-traffic areas where they’re 
trying to hide them from people. White 


flash cameras are going to produce good 
night pictures. I really like to use my white 
flash camera in the fall and winter to take 
pictures of predators at night. They also 
work well for deer over a mineral site. The 
infrared pictures get the black and white at 
night but can have a limited flash range.” 

As a hunter would sight-in a rifle or 
pattern a shotgun before a hunting season, 
take time to read the owner’s manual 
and familiarize yourself with the trail 
camera’s features and functions. In turn, 
it will reward you with beautiful images 
and valuable insight into the land and the 
animals on it.

3 eggs 
3 tsp vanilla 

1 c. applesauce 

2 1/2 c. sugar 
3 c. flour 

1 tsp salt 
1 tsp soda 

1/2 tsp baking powder 
3 tsp cinnamon 

1/2 c. chopped nuts (walnuts or pecans) 

1/2 c. dried cranberries or raisins 
2 c. grated zucchini 

In a large bowl beat together eggs, vanilla, applesauce, 
sugar and cinnamon until combined. In a separate bowl 
mix your dry ingredients together; flour, salt, soda, baking 
powder. Stir in zucchini, nuts and cranberries into the wet 


mixture and gradually stir in your dry ingredients until 
combined. Bake at 350° for 1 hour in greased loaf pan, or 
until a tooth pick comes out clean. Let cool. Makes two 



Kentucky Afield Outdoors: Blue Water Trails - Slate Creek 


(This article is the thirty-first in the periodic Blue Water Trails 
series highlighting the floating, fishing and tourism opportunities 
on Kentucky’s streams and rivers). 

FRANKFORT, Ky. - Bath County was once a center of iron 
production in Kentucky and produced a great percentage of the 
iron smelted west of the Blue Ridge Mountains in the early years 
of Kentucky statehood. 

Jacob Meyers left Pennsylvania in 1782 to search for iron 
ore deposits in the wilderness of Kentucky. He eventually held 
nearly 10,000 acres along Slate and Mill Creeks and began 
construction of an iron furnace in 1791. 

The Bourbon Furnace, also called the Old Slate Furnace, used 
local ores to produce kettles, plowshares, nails and cookware 
of such quality that the U.S. Navy contracted the furnace to 
produce cannonballs. Many made their way down river to 
New Orleans during the War of 1812. Andrew Jackson fired 
cannonballs produced by this furnace during his victory over 
the British at the Battle of New Orleans. 

Bourbon Furnace still stands sentinel along the banks of 
Slate Creek and the public park around it serves as an excellent 
access point for floats on the stream. Slate Creek flows through 
the heart of scenic Bath County, where the Outer Bluegrass 
Region meets the Cumberland Plateau. Several floats on Slate 
Creek showcase this incredibly scenic and overlooked corner of 
Kentucky. 

The best water flows for Slate Creek are between 75 and 200 
cubic feet per second (cfs). Consult the Slate Creek Gauge on 
the U.S. Geological Survey’s stream flow webpage at http:// 
waterdata.usgs.gov. David Baker, stream biologist for the 
Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife Resources, sees 
smallmouth bass up to 17 Vi inches and largemouth bass over 
18 inches in Slate Creek during population monitoring. The 
biologists rate the rock bass population as excellent. 

Baker said the flowing outside bends make the best 
smallmouth bass habitat on Slate Creek while woody cover in 
deeper water holds largemouth and spotted bass. 

The first float begins in Montgomery County at the historic 
community of Howard’s Mill, once on the road to the most 
fashionable resort of early Kentucky Olympian Springs. The 
springs served as the terminus of Kentucky’s first stagecoach 
line, coming from Lexington. Legend states that Henry Clay 
won, then lost, the resort in a poker game. 

Paddlers may park and launch boats at the Mt. Sterling water 
treatment plant at Howard’s Mill on KY 1331. The take-out is 
nearly 5 Vi miles downstream at the Little Egypt Ford on Ford 
Road (also called Snedegar Road on some maps) off KY 1331, 
for a relatively short shuttle. Be sure to launch boats well below 
the low-head dam. A steep path leading from the gravel parking 
lot grants access. 

The first part of this float flows straight until bending right 
several times in a rough horseshoe shape. Pitch 3-inch green 
pumpkin-colored tube jigs rigged on 1/8-ounce leadheads for 
smallmouth bass on the outside flowing bends in this stretch. 

Slate Creek then makes two bends to the left, the second 
of which features a small bluff. The rocky shoals in this bend 
hold smallmouth bass. Just downstream on the right, a small, 
but deep, pocket holds Kentucky (spotted) bass. The creek 
then makes two opposite sharp bends, the first to the right 
with the second to the left. These bends should be probed for 
smallmouth bass. 

After the second bend, the creek flows relatively straight until 
bending to the right. The take-out at Little Egypt Ford is on the 
right, just downstream of the bend. 

The next float begins at Little Egypt Ford and ends 13 miles 
downstream at the bridge over Slate Creek on Kendall Springs 
Road off KY 36 in Owingsville. This is an extremely long float 
for a stream of this size and paddlers should plan to launch near 
daybreak to reach the take-out at dusk. 

The beginning of the float flows straight before a nearly 
180-degree bend back to the left, nearly flowing back into itself. 
The rocky outside banks of this bend hold smallmouth bass. 

This stretch contains some remarkably deep holes and those 
with abundant woody cover hold largemouth and spotted bass. 
A black 4-inch finesse worm rigged on a 1/16-ounce leadhead 
draws strikes. Let the light worm slowly fall from branch to 
branch of the sunken tree top. A largemouth bass hiding in such 


lairs attacks this presentation. 

Baker recommends that anglers paddle through the 
many long, shallow holes with little current in this stretch. 
Concentrate on the flowing water in the bends and where rock 
bars constrict and increase the flow. 

Slate Creek makes a perfectly shaped horseshoe bend to the 
left about the time paddlers hear the rumbling of commerce on 
Interstate 64. Baker said this section of creek holds abundant 
rock bass, especially in the mouth of Salt Well Creek, which 
enters Slate Creek on the left just before the 1-64 Bridge. 

The take-out is on the left, just downstream of a low-head 
dam at the Lions Club Park. The low-head dam must be 
portaged on the left. A small access road parallels Kendall 
Springs Road on the right just before the bridge over Slate 
Creek. 

The next float begins at this access and ends nearly 4 miles 
downstream at the Old Slate Furnace (Bourbon Furnace) Park 
on KY 36, just south of Owingsville. This makes an excellent 
half-day float with a quick shuttle. 

The creek bends gently to the left at the beginning of this float 
before making a sharp turn to the right. Anglers should work a 
green pumpkin tube jig in the flowing water on the outside of 
this bend for smallmouth bass. 

Slate Creek makes two more sharp bends to the right that 
hold smallmouth bass. After a relatively straight stretch, the 
waters of Mill Creek enter Slate Creek on the right. 

The mouth of Mill Creek holds rock bass that strike black and 
silver in-line spinners. Slate Creek often runs slightly stained. 
In-line spinners attract largemouth, smallmouth and spotted 
bass as well as rock bass in stained water. 

The take-out at the park is on the right, just downstream of 
the mouth of Mill Creek. Ample parking with an easy carry 
awaits paddlers at the park. 

The next float begins at the Old Slate Furnace Park and ends 
at the low water ford on Water-Dell Road off KY 111. This float 
requires a long shuttle, but is the best section of Slate Creek for 
smallmouth bass. 

Biologists see the largest smallmouth bass in this stretch of 
the stream. Slate Creek runs fairly straight before flowing under 
the 1-64 Bridge at the beginning of this float. After the bridge, 
the creek makes a series of bends that hold smallmouth bass. 

After flowing around the 1-64 Motorplex and under the U.S. 
60 Bridge, the creek flows in an “S” shape. A double-tailed 
skirted grub in the motor oil color worked in the flowing water 
on the outside of these bends is a good choice for smallmouths. 


Slate Creek then flows relatively straight for a long ways and 
receives the waters of Prickly Ash Creek on the left and Skillet 
Branch on the right. 

After paralleling KY 111 for a time, the current of Slate Creek 
slows from the influence of Forge Mill Dam downstream. The 
dam lies downstream of a hard bend to the right. Floodwaters 
carved a small channel around the right abutment of the dam, 
making an easy portage at normal water levels. The take-out is 
on the left, a short distance from the dam. 

The last float is for the intrepid. The put-in is on Water-Dell 
Road. The take-out is 5 Vi miles downstream on the Licking 
River at the site of the historic Wyoming Ferry. This ferry 
just downstream of the mouth of Slate Creek, served as an 
important crossing of the Licking River and thrived with a 
charge of .50 cents for vehicle or horse, each way. Modern 
highways made Wyoming Ferry obsolete. It closed in 1950. 

The rock strewn bends at the beginning of the float hold 
smallmouth bass as does the flowing water above and below the 
many gravel bars in this stretch. Largemouth and spotted bass 
hold in any woody cover. Anglers may encounter a muskellunge 
from the Licking River in spring and fall on this float. 

The take-out on Ferry Road is unmarked and runs to the left 
a short distance from the second entrance to the Old Wyoming 
Road loop off KY 111. Look for a power pole on Ferry Road as 
well as the old cable that guided Wyoming Ferry still lodged 
and hanging from an enormous sycamore tree along the river 
there. This access is crude and muddy with parking for only two 
vehicles. 

Owingsville has abundant accommodations for paddlers. 
Visitors can combine a weekend of paddling on Slate Creek and 
fishing Cave Run Lake, which forms the southeastern border of 
Bath County.

NHTSA 
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Eric Baker: We are in the midst of chigger season

According to UK Extension 
Entomologists and many of you 
who have first-hand experience, 
it is chigger time across Kentucky 
Chiggers are actually the 
immature stage of certain mite 
species. You’ll find them most 
often in overgrown bushy areas. 


They also congregate in shady, 
humid areas near stream banks, 
under or around shade trees or in 
berry thickets. 

Only the larval (immature) stage 
of this family of mites causes the 
itching problem. After hatching, 
larvae crawl around until they find 
and attach to a suitable host. In 
addition to humans, chiggers feed 
on a variety of wild and domestic 
animals, including snakes, turtles, 
birds, rodents and domestic pets 
such as dogs and cats. 

A widespread myth is that 
chiggers burrow into your skin 
and feed on your blood. This isn’t 
true. Instead, they attach to a skin 
pore or hair follicle and then inject 
a salivary fluid that produces a 
hard, domed area around them, 
and they use a feeding tube 
to withdraw liquefied tissues 
from hosts. The red welt rash 


and intense itching are allergic 
reactions to the salivary secretions 
and can last for up to two weeks or 
longer. 

Larvae feed for about three 
or four days; then drop off and 
eventually mature into non- 
parasitic adults. 

There are ways you can protect 
yourself from these itchy pests. 
Avoid walking through unmown 
fields, brush and other overgrown 
areas. Instead, walk in the center 
of mown trails to avoid brushing 
up against vegetation where 
chiggers congregate. 

Create a chigger barrier when 
you hike or camp in potentially 
chigger-infested areas so that 
chiggers can’t come in contact 
with your skin. Wear long pants 
that are tucked into boots or socks 
and long-sleeve shirts. Clothing 
made of tightly woven fabrics 


keep chiggers from reaching the 
skin as easily. 

You can also apply an insect or 
tick repellent; just be sure to read 
and follow the directions on the 
container. Products containing 
DEET or picaradin are easy to 
find and use. Also, there are 
clothing treatments containing 
permethrin. 

Showering or bathing 
immediately after coming indoors 
effectively removes chiggers that 
have not yet attached. If that is not 
possible, thoroughly and briskly 
rubbing your skin with a dry 
towel may remove many chiggers 
before they are able to attach and 
feed. 

While chiggers are most 
common in wild overgrowth, 
they can also make a home in 
shady areas of yards, parks, 
camps, picnic sites and recreation 


areas. You can control chiggers in 
your outdoor environment with 
effective vegetation management 
that allows penetration of sunlight 
and reduces humidity. Prune trees 
and bushes and mow closer to 
allow more sunlight and to lower 
humidity. Remove scrub brush 
piles and accumulated debris 
to reduce protection for small 
animals and are important hosts 
for chiggers. As an added benefit, 
these steps will reduce problems 
with ticks as well.
